1. POLISH PRESS AGENCY (PAP) STORY ON CASE IS PUBLISHED 
TODAY IN POLISH PRESS. ASCRIBED TO INFORMATION 
OBTAINED FROM MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS IN WARSAW, 
DESPATCH DESCRIBES ARREST "ON STREET" OF SHIPPING 
ATTACHE OF POLISH EMBASSY IN EAST BERLIN (AT NO POINT 
IN ARTICL IS PIELUZEK'S NAME USED) BY GROUP OF 
"PERSONS IN MUFTI, AMONG WHOM WAS A WEST BERLIN

BASE THE DETENTION ON AN ORDER ISSUED BY THE BRITISH 
SECRET SERVICES." PIELUZEK WAS THEN VISITED BY A 
REPRESENTATIVE (ALSO UNNAMED) OF THE POLISH MILITARY 
MISSION, TO WHOM HE SAID THAT THOSE WHO HAD ARRESTED HIM 
HAD ATTEMPTED TO RECRUIT HIM FOR "ESPIONAGE ACTIVITY 
AGAINST POLAND." POLISH AUTHORITIES ENTERED WITH 
THE BRITISH AUTHORITIES AND THE WEST BERLIN SENATE" THE

ACCREDITED IN THE CAPITAL OF THE GDR TO VISIT WEST BERLIN, 

AND VICE VERSA." " IT IS APPARENT THAT THE RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR PROVOCATIONS AND THE CONSCIOUS VIOLATION OF INTER- 
NATIONAL AGREEMENTS FALLS ON THE INITIATORS OF SUCH ACTIVITY 
AND ITS CONSEQUENCES WILL REBOUND IN THE FIRST PLACE AGAINST 
THE INTEREST OF WEST BERLIN, WITH WHICH OUR RELATIONS HAD 
UP TO NOW BEEN DEVELOPING IN A POSITIVE DIRECTION. THE 
LAWLESS DETENTION OF A POLISH DIPLOMAT, CARRIED OUT IN 
VIOLATION OF THE INTERNATIONAL CONVENTIONS AND CUSTOM, 
INCLUDING THE FOUR-POWER AGREEMENT, IS AN UNPRECEDENTED 
CASE OF SIGNIFICANT POLITICAL IMPORTANCE. THE 
AUTHORITIES OF THE POLISH PEOPLE’S REPUBLIC WILL APPROACH 
ALL ASPECTS OF THIS CASE AND THE CONSEQUENCES ARISING 
FROM IT WITH COMPLETE CONSISTENCY." I ASSUME THE FULL 
TEXT OF THE ARTICLE WILL BE SUPPLIED BY ADDRESSEES BY 
FBIS.
